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Each year hundreds of students consider Wesleyan College 
as they search for a place to continue their education. So, what was 
in the program for those who chose Wesleyan? 

Computer Focus. For the first time since this program began 
every full-time student posessed a Macintosh computer. Seniors were 
the first class to particpate in this innovative program which put 
computers in their hands. Students used their Macs to organize 
research papers, to complete assignments, to publish the campus 
newspaper, yearbook and literary magazine and to store their re¬ 
sumes. And for stress relief many students played computer games. 

Times for Traditions. It wouldn't be easy to count the number 
of times students sang the Alma Mater, cheered in Anderson Dining 
Hall or announced an 11 p.m. pep rally around the fountain. Tradi¬ 
tions continued to be a strong part of the college which was the first 
institution to grant a baccalaureate degree to women. That was in 
1840, and in 1993 the tradition went on as graduates recieved their 
diplomas printed on sheepskin in classical Latin. 

High Spirits. First-year students survived their first few 
months in unairconditioned dorms and unfamiliar classrooms. How¬ 
ever, the weather soon cooled down and students learned the dy¬ 
namics of participating in the small class environment. Most first- 
year students were especially eager for their birthdays to roll around 
since tradition says everyone goes in the fountain on their special day. 

Wesleyan had its share of organizations, but the ones that 
were most obvious to newcomers and visitors were the classes. 
Everyone belonged to a class and major activities including Color 
Rush, Class Soccer, pep rallies and Stunt revolved around the four 
groups. When 1992 Green Knights graduated Pirates, Purple 
Knights and Golden Hearts were sad to see friends eo but looked 
forward to the arrival of new GKs.

For around 500 undergraduates attend¬ 
ing classes at Wesleyan College, it's all in the program. 


The Value of Internships. Bringing students in contact with 
the real world was one objective of the college's internship program. 
Students earned up to 9 semester hours by working with area busi¬ 
nesses. Students used internships to gain invaluable experience and 
to refine career decisions. 

Sporting Achievements. Through Wesleyan's sports pro¬ 
grams many students excelled in more ways than one. These stu¬ 
dents learned sportsmanship and worked to become a competitive 
force. For the first year several athletes had the honor of their jerseys 
being retired and displayed in the gym. 

Individual Attention. Students quickly learned the names of 
their professors, and almost as quickly instructors knew who their 
students were. When students walked into their classes, they weren't 
surprised to see less than 20 classmates. Unlike their big school 
counterparts, Wesleyan students were surprised when a classroom 
was full or when they were forced to meet in the amphitheatre. 

Can't Forget Convocations. One additional requirement of 
students was attendance at 75% of convocations. The series of lec¬ 
tures and performances held most often on Thursdays at 11:15 a.m. 
included plays performed by Wesleyan students and the North Caro¬ 
lina Shakespeare Festival, performances of Concert Choir and the 
Wesleyannes and awards and honors convocations. Highlights in¬ 
cluded a female astronaut representing NASA, various scholars, and 
successful Wesleyan alumnae. 

While it may be impossible to mention everything that oc¬ 
curred, students know that it's all in the program. 
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Splashing away final exam stress first-year students Joey 
Wommack, Val Collins and Kristin Conley stirred up some foun¬ 
tain fun with senior Melissa Bell. 

While this group had their minds off studying for awhile, first- 
year student Wendy Green wondered what all the commotion 
was. Wendy chose a rocking chair on the porch of Wortham Hall 
to "hit the books" outdoors. 

For seniors there was the reality of many "last times." Leigh 
Copeland and Sarah Chervenak counted down the days to gradua¬ 
tion by marking them off of the giant calendar they created in the 
third floor Hightower hall. Their calendar also served as a re¬ 
minder of special senior events including candlelighting and 
baccalaureate. But the ultimate event came on May 8 at 10 
a.m...graduation of the last Tri-K Pirate class. 

Big schools may boast football games and sororities but 
Wesleyan's small community opted to fill their calendar with 
traditional events. Color Rush, Class Soccer, Homecoming, mix¬ 
ers, Spring Weekend and Benefit Ball to name just a few... Students 
showed through organization and planning that IT'S ALL IN THE
